He ceases his song and reets bla 
peddle, listening for a further sound, 
fancying that he has heard his name 
uttered by someone. Again across 
the waters there ootnes a Shrill cry. 
This time there Is no donbt but that 
It Is the name of the voyageur. Plac¬ 
ing his hands to his mouth, he shouts. 
"Qu’AppeJe” (who calls?) For answer 
comes once more the cry of a woman'i 
voice sounding his name. The In¬ 
dian recognizee the voice of Ills sweet¬ 
heart and fearing gome mischance puls 
all his strength Into his paddle. Look¬ 
ing over his shoulder to Judge of his 
position he sees the moon rising. At 
length arrived at the reservation 
where the Indiana are camped he flnd3 
them mourning and is told that hl3 
sweetheart Is-dead, that she has pass¬ 
ed away just as the moon was rising 
In the east, after having called hie 
name three times." And thus was 
given to the river, lake and town, the 
name Qu’Appelle. To this day the 
Indians declare that when the moon 
rises to a certain point on Echo Lake 
one can hear the spirit of the girl 
railing to her lover as she haunts the 
valley.

TENSION IN BALKAN CRISIS 18 
CONSIDERABLY RELIEVES 

Orest Britain and Germany Said to 
be Working Together In an Effort 
to Secure a Peaceful Settlement— 
Diplomatic World Welcomes Au¬ 
thentic Reports Regarding Peaceful 
Negotiations. 

London.—The tension in the Balkan 
crisis Is considerably relieved bf tbe 
news that the peace plenlputentarlea 
are continuing their i/egotlationa and 
that Great Britain and, Germany are 
working actively to secure a peaceful 
settlement between Austria and Serv- 
1k. According-to one Constantinople 
representative the difficulties In tire 
way of arranging' a formal armistice 
are* so great that (he negotiations are 
taking the form of seeking a basis 
for peace. 

The danger of the re opening bf 
the hostilities, however, is still ser- 
lous. Apparently only an informal 
armistice of 48 hours has bteen agree 1 
on and It la reported that the itu’- 
gartan forces are al-e-i- 1 .' nO uug 
closer to the TchataHa Kn--s uni are 
entrenching themselves in rviriltic-a 
to renew the attack. 

The Turks have an armv of mere 
than one hundred thousa i 1 m.m mid 
soon will have one hundred and thirty 
thousand, for the most part fresh 
picked troops, behind the lines, and It 
Is certain, according to all the corres¬ 
pondents, that they will give a good 
account bf themselves if the fighting 
Is resumed. 

Under these circumstances, with 
Adrlanople and 8 cutarl still holding 
out, Turkey little likely to shot# a 
very yielding attitude in the peace ne¬ 
gotiation* . * 

The report that the Servian* have 
reached Durarso appeara to be pre¬ 
mature. A wlrelesa dispatch of to¬ 
day’s (fate brings the interesting re¬ 
port that Albanian Indeoendence has 
been proclaimed there, that the Turk¬ 
ish government Is now preparing to 
depart and tf.iat the town Is accepting 
without opnoeltlon the new regime. 

What aoilon the Servian army and 
government will assume towards these 
development* should form some Idea 
of whether, a* reported, Servla 1» wil¬ 
ling to accept the suggestion of an 
autonomous Albania. The greatest 
weight Is attached In the diplomatic 
world to the seemingly well authen 
tlcated reports that Great Britain and 
Germany are now acting in cordial 
co-operation cn the basis of postpon¬ 
ing all side lssnes until after- the war 
settlement. A reassuring statement 
also comes from St. Petersburg that 
Russia and Austria do not desire to 
light over a port.. In the Adriatic. 
Thus what appeared to be an ' Im¬ 
minent danger of Europe being divid¬ 
ed into two hostile camps seems to be 
dissipated for the time being at-least.

An examination of the figures re¬ 
vealed the fact that In no country had 
growth been ro rapid as In Canada. 

Hon. Mr. Lougheed said that so 
great had been the success of the^ald 
given to provinces for the promotion 
of. agriculture, that the government 
would probably \lncrease the grants 
this year. K was to be regretted 
that In Canada, where agricultural 
possibilities were greater than In any 
other country In the world, the pro¬

lowering prices thus making the mark¬ 
et price for both the miller who buys 
and the farmer, who sells, the actual 
wheat . Of course it must be remem¬ 
bered that the speculative operators 
who now bear, down prices lower than 
there is any need lor, are the same 
people who at some other time carry 
prices higher than there la any need 
(or. __At the present time to quote 
from a well written article In the Com¬ 
mercial West: "Wheat may go lowe" 
but it la already too low. Farmers 
c.anjiot become the dictators. They 
have the remedy at their command. 
If they will perstsitently hold their 
wheat until afler January 1st, they 
could then doul-tless market the re¬ 
mainder of th-dr crop at an average 
of 10c. above th« present price. For 
them to sell more wheat now is to 
place It on the bargain counter. The 
price made In the pit (that Is by the 
speculative short seller) while this 
bearish sentiment lasts, will prevail, 
unlogB the actual wheat Is largely 
taken off the market.” In the 
meantime of course, current statls 
tics continue of a bearish kind. Last 
week the world’s shipments of wheat 
from exporting to importing coun¬ 
tries were 14,400,000 bushelB against 
10,080,000 bushels same week last 
year The quantity on ocean passage 
is now 39,976,000 bushels against 32,- 
496,000 bushels last year. The United 
States visible supply Increased last 
week 3,334.000 bushels against au in¬ 
crease last year of 968,000 bushels. 
The t-otal United States visible Is now 
55,370.000 bushels against 68,889,000 
bushels a year ago. The European 
visible supply increased 688,000 bug. 
last week against an increase of 
630,000 bushels a year ago and the 
aggregate Is now 88,800,000 bushels 
agu/ust 91,706 000 bushels a year ago. 
The figures for these visible supplies 
may not appear so bearish when com¬ 
pared with lact year’s figures but th- 
Indications are that the comparisons 
will become more bearieh now with 
every passing week, and besides. It 
seems reasonable under present cir¬ 
cumstances tMat Invisible supplies of 
wheat in (he hands of merchants and 
millers In both Europe and America 
and of Hour in dealers' and bakers’ 
hands,- havo oeen largely increased In 
recent weeks and there can be little 
doubt that tbe supplies of wheat still 
back ln farmers' hands on both con¬ 
tinents are much larger thjin they 
were a year ago. Another chief bear¬ 
ish factor In the wheat sltuatloo is 
the Argentine crop. It has come 
along from *eod-tlme with practically 
no unfavorable reports about It, and 
H Is understood to be one of tbe 
large«t. If perhaps not.the record, crop 
of wheat raised In the'’Argentine. Cut¬ 
ting In the earlier northern parts will 
be started any day now, and will be 
general in two or three weeks. Un¬ 
favorable weather may be encounter¬ 
ed during harvest and threshing time, 
as was tbe case to a large extent last 
year but the crop Is too far advanced 
under favorable circumstances, to look 
for any large falling down now. The 
Australian crop Is also doing well, 
and owing to timely rains ln India the 
prospect of thy new crop In that coun¬ 
try Is improved during tbe past week. 
The United States winter wheat Is In 
high condition perhaps too high to 
favorably withstand tie rigor of the 
lAtter part of winter.

Winnipeg. Nov. 26.—The situation 
ln the wheat market has not Improved 
during the past week, and had It not, 
been for the influence on trading senti¬ 
ment, caused by the backing and fill¬ 
ing In the political situation in Eur¬ 
ope, it ia easy to see that whedt prices 
would have shown another substantial 
decline, ils It is the downward met- 
tlon in the markets today, has brought 
prices, in the United States markets 
and Winnipeg, to a new low point for 
the season, although closing prices are 
only lie. to %c. under what they 
closed at a week ag«. On the 201h 
inkmmd again yesterday, the Liver¬ 
pool market got considerably excited 
over fresh developments in the Ba(ka:i 
situation, which seemed to portend 
serious results, and very sharp ad¬ 
vances In prices took place, principal¬ 
ly through speculative short sellers 
endeavoring Lo covpr their sales ln 
quick order. This action affected 
markets on this side In the same way, 
but in less than twenty-four hours 
the warclouds which seemed so omin¬ 
ous, melted away and tbe light of ap¬ 
parent peace again prevailed. War 
or no war the actual grain situation 
of the world Is heavy owing to the 
super-abundance for the time being, 
of all kinds of grain. The world has 
raised, nnd Is raising in the crop year 
oT 1912 and 1913. the largest crops on 
record, of all Jtlnds of grain, besides 
an abundance of some other staple 
kinds of vegetable food stuffs for man 
and beast. Of course every countrv 
ln fhe world, and every grain growing 
district, has not had record crops and 
therW has also been ln different pari*, 
more or lee*.of unfavdjable .weather 
coming however mostly at i(nd after 
the harvest period, after the growth 
and fruition of the crop* had been 
mad* but this, although causing some 
depreciation In quality, and giving 
farmers a great deal of extra work and 
expense In saving the crops, has not 
lessened the total available quantity 
to any extent.

Company Now Negotiating With City 
—Plant Wilt Cost $150,000 
Medicine Hat.—Messrs. F. A. Bur-, 
ton and C. F. Schaub. of Calgary, 
were in Medicine Hat negotiating for 
the location here of a plant for the 
manufacture of heavy wrapping pa 
per, straw board, sheathing paper and 
kindred products, the raw material to 
be tbe vast quantity of straw which 
under present conditions Is dhcarded 
by the farmers as worthless. These 
gentlemen held a meeting with the 
mayor and city council and decided 
to locate tbe proposed factory In Med¬ 
icine Hat. They asked for free gas, 
free site and certain minor concess¬ 
ions in the matter of taxation to. be 
determined later. The proposed 
plant will require ten acres -of land. 
Plans have been completed for th* 
buildings which will include a manu¬ 
facturing .building 82 feet by 84 feet, 
two stories in height, a vat building 
for burning, wnshlug and cooking of 
the straw, 42 by 18 feet, and a ware- 
I ouae for the storage of lime. The 
plant wllfficoet nearly $150,000.

A pro¬ 
posal to erect at some conspicuous 
point In the United States a bust of 
Chatham, as a memorial to the friend¬ 
ship of the British people to Ameri¬ 
cans at the outset of their career, was 
agreed to.

Dreeeed in Man’* Clothleo, Mrs Mar¬ 
guerite Rib/ Travels 350C Milts 
Mrs. Marguerite Roby has re¬ 
turned to t>3Wlo:. after a obOO 
mile journey In the Congo. She trav¬ 
eled io man’s clothing and was at- 
, tended only by a constantly changing 
.company of hnl.-clv.iui-d biaclie, - 
Mrs. Roby, who fs still buffering 
from tlie effects bf tropical Illness, 
described her adventure in an inter¬ 
view. •; , 

She was frequently deserted by her 
porter* and guides and left stranded. 
She narrowly escaped death. In a 
charge made by a herd of wild buf¬ 
falos . Sbe shot tour of the haimals 
In lesa than twentjf minutes, when all 
her attendants had fled. 

In many districts she was. the first 
white woman ‘to be seen by the nat¬ 
ives. On one occasion she had a live¬ 
ly hour or two In a wild, almost bar¬ 
baric part of the lower Congo. She 
had only one black tjpy to escort her 
; and she sat .down by the side of a - 
narrow road. ' 

Everything was ytlll, Mrs. Rosy 
said, and the country ground seethed 
I as lonely and uninhabited as a long 
I forgotten graveyard. In a moment 
.two or three -thousand savage-eyed 
black men, with spears and ctpbs. ap- 
I peared as If from the ground, and 
surrounded me. The men Wejg re- 
Upulslvely ugly, and^fearaome streaks 
of brilliant red paint fharkqd out the 
lines of their eyes and mouths. 

The chief demanded that I should 
stay In hie village, but I refused 
Fortunately I had piy revolver and sev¬ 
eral guns with me, and that seemed 
to terrify t{ie most oyJMooklng of my 
n nWelcome visitors but It was a long 
time before I could duite placate 
them. The chief I heard later h»;l 
sounded the war drum that.night and 
had called his people from miles 
around to Bee the whits wSflUtn dance, 
but fortunately foe the audience I did 
not attend.

Many learned professors have In¬ 
dorsed this theory, reading the Book 
of Job, as meaning that satan only act¬ 
ed S3 a judge of the evildoer, instead 
of being the Evil One himself. 

Miss Amhirst’s reading of Job is 
that satan is depicted as one of the 
Sons of God—or the Elohlm. 

’’He is represented,’’ said Miss Am¬ 
herst yesterday, “as the Angel of 
Trial or the Accuser. His function 13 
to search out and weigh the deeds of 
men, to see if their service to God 
is perfetly disinterested or not! 

It Is only In later years that satan 
was thought of as an evildoer, prob¬ 
ably owing to the misunderstanding 
of his function as judge. 

Among scholars who are Interested 
in this theory, and who will probably 
attend the performance, are Prof. A. 
S. Peake, of Manchester University; 
Canon Konnett. regius professor of 
Hebrew, Cambridge; Canon Driver, 
regius professor of Hebrew. Oxford; 
end Prof. C. M. Montlflore. who ed¬ 
ited the Bible for home reading. 

The drama aroused intense enthus¬ 
iasm among church students when 
produced last year at Norwich, and 
Miss Amherst received great praise 
for her beautiful and delicate render¬ 
ing of the book for stage purposes. It 
has received *he approval of the Bish-, 
op of London.

New Light Thrown Upon the Mys¬ 
terious Illness of the Llttl* 
Czarvltch 

The Cear's eight year ofd heir, 
his only son. Is recovering from his 
Illness, but the mystery maintained 
by the Russian court and police dally 
deepens. 

The report of an attempt on hi* life 
Ip the imperial yacht Standart Is now 
given in Parte with circumstantial de¬ 
tail. The explanation of the admir¬ 
al’s suicide, followed by the attempt¬ 
ed suicide of a girl with whom he had 
relations. Is said to be that the girl, 
a revolutionary, used her Influence 
with tbe admiral to secure the pre¬ 
sence of a nihilist In the crew. The 
other conflicting accounts pf the Ill¬ 
ness or accident of the czar’s son as¬ 
cribe It to a fall from a pony, or a 
bicycle, or a spar In the yacht, an 
accident in bis bath, a hemorrhage, 
kidney disease, or peritonitis, tn- 
flamatlon of the membrane lining 
of the intestines. • 

The story accepted here aa true Is 
that the prince was shot with a 
Browning pistol, and he,owed his 
life to the fact that when he saw an 
Individual approaching with a pistol 
pointed at Mm he attempted to ee- 
cape. But his assailant was too quick 
and as the startled boy turned to one 
aide he fired tnd the bullet 'Inflicted 
a deep wound In the lower part of 
the abdomen. 

In the confusion tho person who had 
fired slid down a rope over the side 
of the Stan dart and escaped either 
in a boat or by swimming ashore. 
He has succeeded in gettleg out of 
Russia. It was through his con¬ 
fession that t^o attempt became 
known outside court circle*. 

Admiral Chagin was not on board 
the, yacht when the prince was 
wonnded. The role played by the 
girl student, Helen Soqoloff, who tried 
to commit snlcida after the admiral's 
suicide and to whom he left a sum 
of money In his will. 1 b more serious 
than has been hinted at and In view 
of her responsibility In the matter It 
Is perhaps not surprising that she at¬ 
tempted her life. 

It Is nefcessary to recall that In 
1882, the year following the assassin¬ 
ation of the Czar Alexander II. by a 
bomb, a military revolutionary party 
was formed In 8t. Petersburg, with 
tranches at Cronstadt. NicolaleiT, and 
Sebastopol. It had as Its chief Col¬ 
onel Aschenbrenn-er, with whom were 
meoclated Lieutenants Baron Strom- 
berg and Suchanoff. The famous ni¬ 
hilist, Marie Vera Flgner, was also a 
member. Suchanoff. after being 
tried for complicity in a nihilist plot, 
was shot, and Mario Flgner and Col¬ 
onel Aschenbrenner were condemned 
to death, but their sentences

The Canad¬ 
ian rates are lowe.r than the Ameri¬ 
can, notwithstanding that the Canad¬ 
ian goods are, as a rule, hauled a 
greater distance and have to be car¬ 
ried, If carried all-rail, across the huge 
desert lying between North Bay and 
Winnipeg, where there Is no local 
freight. 

On the other hand, It Is true that 
rates In the West are higher than the 
average run of rates In the Province 
of Ontario. The Canadian roads 
plead that Ontario has a much greater 
and more compact population than 
the West has, besides which, rates 
In Ontario have to be reduced to tho 
lowest point for half the year to meet 
water competition. 

If we retort by asking: Since you 
can afford to carry freight there at 
abnormally low rates to meet water 
competition, why cannot you afford ta 
carry it. for like rates all over your 
system? They reply that It would 
be impossible. 

Ontario summer rates, they say, 
yield ao little above the actual cost 
of the haul. that, if they were applied 
all over the road would have to gg In¬ 
to bankruptcy. Yet the.trifle these 
rates do turn Into the treasury enables 
the company, to that extent., to keep 
down rates elsewhere. Similarly, 
the wheat rate from Winnipeg to Lake 
Superior, perhaps the lowest In the 
world, could not. be made the general 
rate for all communities without ruin¬ 
ous consequences. 

These are the chief nolnt* brought 
out by the exhibits which the railways 
have put in.—'
